1 . Document D1 describes a gym work-out equipment with a moveable bench 1 04 and 
an assist mobile system of arms 1 , 2 anticipating the whole subject-matter of claim 1 . 
The subject-matter of claim 1 is, therefore, not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

2. Each of the documents D2 - D7, considered independently from D1 , also discloses a 
gym work-out equipment with a moveable bench and an assist mobile system of 
arms anticipating the whole subject-matter of claim 1 . Therefore, these documents 
also destroy the novelty of claim 1 .

3. Dependent claims 2-1 4 do not appear to contain any additional features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT with respect to novelty and/or inventive step.
